The first annual Exhibition of this Society, 
held yesterday in the Victoria Market en- 
closure, met with a decided and brillia:it suc- 
cess, both in the number of persons who 
attended and by their presence evinced the 
universal interest which is felt by all classes 
of the community in the prosperity of the 
Agriculturalists, and the developernent ofour 
various resources of this Island, and the 
general satisfaction which tlie admir- 
able arrangements afforded to visitors 
and exhibitors. A great many ladies 
tind families graced the Show with 
their presence, which fact, in addition to the 
bright sunlight, and soft, balmy state of the 
atmosphere, contributed much to the day's 
enjoyment. There was also quite a strong 
muster of ladies and gentlemen from the 
ooiwitry districts, most of whom had arlicles 
br animals on exhibition. The band ol II. 
M. S. Tppaze was in attendance and dis- 
cussed most delightful music during the 
day. 

At 7 o'clock, A. II., the judges of the dif- 
ferent departments commenced their duties, 
•which were completed by 1(1 o'clock, and 
the prizes awarded, Visitors were admitted 
on the payment of one dollar each, from 10 
o'clock until 2, when the gates were opened 
tind the public were admitted free of charge. 
An auction of animals and other produce, 
which was advertised for half past two 



ever seeu on the Island) grown on his farm, 
drew the first premium ; tho Chevalier bar- 
ley, grown by the same gentleman, from 
California seed, was also very fine ar.d took 
a prize. Specimens of timothy seed, white 
peas with black eyes, exhibited by various 
parties, looked well.

A bull, 
two years old, bred by Mr. Skinner from a 
Sussex English bull, the property of Dr. 
Tulmie, took the prize for the best yearling 
bull. A Sussex bull, sire of the above, a 
noble-looking animal aiul the lines! of the 
kind on exhibition, imported by Mr. Skinner 
four years ago, and aged live years, was the 
object of general admiration and drew a 
prize. IJe came on -the fair grounds the 
property of Dr. Tcdtnie, and was sold during 
tho day to an appreciative farmer from 
Oregon, for S300— dirt cheap, judges say. 
Tho prize for a cow of any ago went to Mr. 
Tofte J and Dr. Tolmie was awarded the 
prize for the best two-year old heifer. Mr. 
Skinner exhibited a yoke of strong young 
work oxen, which the judges highly recom- 
mended. Mr. Work's two yoke of work 
oxen drew both prizes. 

One of the stalls was fancifully decorated 
with bouquets and wreaths ot Mowers from 
the gardens of many ofour citizens.
